Hi guys, 


Well, I did talk myself into getting that HT-9, just to insure that there 
will be no more room in my shack for any more large gear for some time to 
come. The comments some of you previously sent were inspiring, maybe too 
much so! :-) 


I'd say the Hallicrafters-aspiring 100 watt ham of 1940 was a gorilla: in 
one 125 lb piece 28 inches long and almost 20" deep, with no handles, it is 
not a mere anchor but a true mooring. It must've done something at one time, 


before someone hosed it up, as it came with two fried 814's and some extra 
suspicious-looking 866A's... 


I'm not quite sure where to start with this particulalr rig, though I have a 
manual copy coming from the goodness of one of our own here. Most of the 
tank coils are smashed, and some are missing; they have B & W numbers on 
them, and look like they came from a miniature BC-610. There are quite a 
number of adjustable oscillator coils, 5 plugged into the rig, 5-6 others, 
and a couple which are missing cans/hosed up. I don't know how to relate to 
the numbers on the cans for ID (not to mention those without cans..). 
Apparently, the xtal sockets are 5-prongers, using two for the xtal; there is 
one ancient xtal in the 160M range, which is a size/type I've not seen 
before, but perhaps some of you have: a short, round black bakelite unit 
about 1 1/4 dia x 1/2" high, with a green metal nameplate on top, and it uses 
the old wide pin spacing. 


Someone apparently once multi-drilled the panel for an ant tuning cap (or 
small rotary inductor?) no longer there next to the final tuning variable, 
and made a mechanical mod (still there) consisting of a panel hole with 
knob/threaded rod/threaded lever affixed inside to the adj knob atop ONE of 
the osc coils, to fine-adjust it without opening the cabinet (perhaps because 
of the safety cover interlock switch). I don't know what the audio adj knob 
at lower right is supposed to look like, but its broken replacement must go. 
The plate current meter is a GE, not Halli like the other two. Paint has 
seen better days, but isn't bad. I'd say someone dropped it onto the coils 
awhile back, while struggling with it, or perhaps loaned them to a 
three-year-old for the day. 


I'm curious if the B&W tanks are something generic that I should look for 
here/elsewhere, of if I have to find HT-9 parts (if they are solely Halli 
parts from 1940, please lie to me...). I'm interested in ANYTHING that 
ANYONE has for this rig. 


This will be a committed project which will I will take the time to do right, 
because (1) I have to get relicensed to really wring it out, which will take 
me as long as fixing it (I do have a dummy load to fiddle with - sshhh!), (2) 
I cannot just flip it around to work under the chassis repeatedly for a 
half-hour's twiddling, and (3) I have to fix it because I am not strong 
enough to get it to the dump! :-) I am praying fervently that the xfmrs are 
OK...you all know how it goes..aarrgghh, I actually gave $100 for this 
thing...and my REAL boat is still up on jackstands this year...the previous 
owner just died without fixing it; perhaps the thoughts of dealing with it 
did him in? 


Any thoughts on coils out there? Other things?

If Fair Radio is out of the 9-pin connectors for the R-808, I still have a 
couple. Incidentally, Dave's post (BA-829) didn't mention that the R-808, like 
the R-392, runs everything off of the 28VDC supply (no HV). Also, the cathedral 
style connector, which won't work on the R-392 because of the front panel 
casting, will work fine on the R-808. Lastly, the LS-166, commonly associated 
with the AN/GRC-3 to 8 sets, is the correct speaker for the R-808, and is quite 
easy to find.

Sounds like you've got an Aviator's Survival Radio. If it's anything like the 
ones we carried in Vietnam, you turn it on by extending the antenna and can 
transmit an alert tone (beeper) or AM voice on UHF guard (243.0 MHz). You may 
also be able to transmit tone-modulated CW, but don't quote me. 


The drill was for a downed aviator to extend the antenna and turn on the 
beeper for three to five seconds and listen for a reply, repeating the process 
until a reply was heard. The beeper tone sounds like "Whoop, Whoop, Whoop," 
and is very easy to hear and identify regardless of what else is happening in 
the cockpit. It's also probably the most annoying sound you can imagine. 


Invariably, when a beeper sounded, someone would hit the Guard Transmit button 
and make the useless statement, "Beeper, beeper, come up voice." Of course, 
the poor soul on the ground couldn't hear anything while the beeper was 
transmitting. And the person making the statement would not be transmitting 
when the guy on the ground was listening, at least the first time. But they 
worked -- flying with them gave one a lot more confidence than flying without 
them. 


If you check, I think you might find that the whole thing is crystal 
controlled. With a bit of work, you might be able to put it on 220 or 440.
